The election iu West Toronto result- 
ed in the return of Mr. Beatty, the 
conservative candidate, by a majority 
of 242 over Aid. Ryan, the liberal 
acrnineo. Wriofit, conservative rag- 
baby candidate, received 45 votes, and 
"Capreol 19 votes. Nearly 4000 votes 
wore cast. Tho Mail says that " tho 
majority for Mr. Beatty is certainly 
not as large as that for Mr. Robinson 
in 1878, but it is five timns as largo as 
Mr. Bell received for the Local House 
last year. The Lieutenaiit'Govornor 
was an old politician, and had strong 
personal influence there. Mr. |Beatty 
on the other hand made bis 
first appearance as a candi- 
dato and was new to the 
constituency apart from municipal mat 
ters. Moreover in 1S7S the resources 
of the opposition were divided amongst 
all the constituencies, whilst on this 
occasion the leaders were ablo to give 
their undivided attention to a single 
constituency. The dead set they made 
upon West Toronto is sufficient evi- 
dence of the desperate position in which 
they found themselves. The best as 
well as the worst was done on Aid. 
Ryan's behalf and yet ho failed com- 
pletely. On the other hand the liber- 
al conservatives, sure of victory, were 
not required to put forth any oxtra ef- 
fort. Tho committee organization was 
excellent and our friends did their duty 
thoroughly, but a large number of 
them felt too certain about the contest 
to trouble themselves overmuch. The 
result of the Globe's appeal to class and 
selfish feelings is that only some 
eighteen hundred indignant foes of tho 
National Policy or one-fourth of tho 
constituency have come to the rescue 
of the bleeding country."

The report of the Superintendent of 
Insurance has been published. It shows 
that there wero 63 companies under the 
supervision of the office, not including 
7 companies which nro in process of 
. liquidation or ceasing business. Com- 
panies doing life insurance business, 
36; fire, 27; inland marine, 6; ocean 
marine, 6; accident, 5; guarantee, 3; 
plate glass, 1; steam boiler, 2. De- 
posits made by these companies and 
held by the receiver-general amount to 
$6,497,092.89. Of the 28 fire and in-! 
land marine companies all licenses were 
renewed except tho Ottawa Agricul- 
tural, which retired from business 1st 
April, 1879. No new companies were 
licensed during the year. Of the 27 
companies transacting fire business in 
Canada during 1879, 10 were Cana- 
dian, 13 British, and 4 American. No 
change in these companies has oc- 
curred, except that tho Royal Cana- 
dian has ceased to do business in the 
United Staters. The ypar presents an 
unfavorable contrast in tho results of 
this with those of previous year, char 
acterized by an increased volurao of 
transactions conducted at a slightly less 
rate of expense, but at a lower rate of 
premium and with a largely increased 
amount of losses. The lowering of the 
rate of premium is the ground of much 
complaint among the companies, and. is 
ascribed to excessive competition. The 
premiums received during the year for 
tire insurance in Canada by all com- 
panies amounted to §3,227,488, being 
a decrease, as compared with 1878, of 
§140,942. The losses incurred amount- 
ed to $2,215,105, being an increase of 
§542,000. 



Agricultural Land m Victoria Dis- 
trict. 

To the Editor of The Colonist: 
Sir. — In the figures which you favored 
us with yesterday relating to farming 
returns, from a field <sf wheat of 26 
acres, you give on the credit side of the 
statement: 2G tons wheat straw $113. 
May I ask, does the farmer who furn- 
ished those figures consider it good 
farming to sell his straw 1 How does 
ho propose to manure his land ? 

His straw, most farmers would con- 
sider, should be returned to the land in 
the shape of manure. If this practice 
were adopted the result for 26 acres 
would bo $532.59 less $143 equal to 
§389.59, or §10 per acre. 

It is not, however, anything very 
unusual to obtain §20 per acre, from 
good wheat land even where the straw 
ia retained and fed to cattle. 

Your informant is much to be com- 
mended for furnishing such figures and 
it would no doubt assist the province 
materially were other farmers to be 
equally communicative on subjects of 
interest to farmers. Commerce.

August of last year. 

St. John, Aug. 31. — The customs 
revenue for the month amounted to 
§73,640.89, an increase of §25,528.22 
over the same period of last year. Tho 
inland revenue receipts wore §21,907.- 
11, a gain of 81,425.29 over August, 
1876. . . 

Ottawa, Aug. 31.— E. B. Eddy has 
purchased Skcad's saw mill, just above 
tho city, for §45,000. 

Kingston. Inland Revenue returns 
for tho month of August aro §16,248.- 
S2. Tho total amount for August last 
year was §8,470.20, being an increase 
this year of §7,778.58. 

The customs receipts at Ottawa for 
August wero §28,048, an increase of 
§10,797 over the corresponding month 
month of last year. 

Halifax, N.S. , Sept. 3. — Some lit- 
tlo excitement has been raised in North 
Sydney, C. B. , during the last few days 
over the Gammell will affair. Yester- 
day the testator's body was to have 
been exhumed for the purpose of a modi- 
cal examination of the stomach, but 
owing to the incompleteness of tho ar- 
rangements, the grave is yet undisturb- 
ed. There arc two wills yet on file 
bearing the name of William Gammell. 
In ono, recorded a short time after his 
death, he bequeathed everything he 
owned to his wife, amounting, it is said, 
to two hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars. After ho had been in his grave 
for more than a year another will came 
to light by which the order of things 
was reversed and Mrs. Gammell was 
left nothing. A copy of this latter will 
was published a few weeks ago, and 
immediately after placed on record in 
the Judge of Probates office. The 
whole affair has been placed in tho 
hands of eminent counsel and will come 
before the courts ere long. 

Tho murderer of the woman in An- 
napolis county has not yet been arrest- 
ed. He is said to be ono Thibodoau, 
of Digbj- county. The constables are 
iu pursuit of him. Tho remains of the 
woman have not been identified. Ma- 
ny sensational stories are afloat, but 
they lack any foundation. 

Charlottetown- P. E. I. Sept 3. — 
A fire broke out in Charlottetown early 
on Saturday morning, destroying nine 
buildings, including J. C. Hall's and 
Thomas Campbell's stores. Both build- 
ings are a total loss, and aro insured in 
the Royal for §2,000 and §1,000 res- 
pectivoly. The block in which the fire 
occurred is bounded by Richmond, 
Pownall, Queen, and Grafton streets, 
Montreal, Sept. 4.— Tho customs 
receipts at this port for August wero 
§678,358.98, as against §456,447.20 
for tho corresponding month last year, 
an increase of §221,911.78. Tho in- 
land revenue receipts wero§104,497.53, 
as against §52,606.38, an increase of 
§51,891.17, ■■■ 

Winnipeg, Sept. 3. — The nomina- 
tion for a member to represent the 
county of Selkirk in tho House of 
Commons took place to-day. Tho only 
candidates who were nominated wero 
Mr. D. A. Smith and Capt. Scott. The 
polling takes place on Friday next. 

Quebec, Sept. 4. — It is stated that 
the boundary dispute between the Do- 
minion and the Province of Ontario 
has been submitted to the Imperial 
Privy Council for adjudication. 

The Province of Quebec Mortgage 
Bank has been founded by the Bank of 
Paris with a capital of §25,000,000. 
The first issue is to be §5,000,000. 

Montreal, Aug. 31. — On Thursday 
evening last a fashionably dressed lady 
named Mrs. 'H.', well known to the 
elite of Montreal, and whoso husband 
was until recently in business on St. 
Paul street, entered the Bonaventure 
depot and directed the attention of the 
customs officials to eighteen pieces of 
baggage which sho desired to have 
examined. She was destined for New- 
York by way of Newport, and as the 
train would start in five minutes the 
officers would see tho necessity of dis- 
patch in examining; but the suspicion 
of the officials was aroused by the fact 
that tho lady had waited until the last 
moment before making her appearance, 
and, therefore, contrary to expectation, 
commenced tho inspection of her bag- 
gage. The first box opened was found 
to contain champacno instead of wear- 
ing apparel, but the bottles of liquor 
had been carefully covered over with 
clothes. The customs officials told Mrs. 
H. slit: would have to report all her 
baggago at Richford, Vt., to the deputy 
collector at that place, whore she would 
make an entry, and have it examined, 
at the same time advising her to report 
to said officer all dutiablo goods, for 
thoy could not bo inspected and valued 
at Montreal. She promised compliance. 
The lady, on arriving at Bonaventure 
depot, presented the consular certifi- 
cate, which stated that she carried 
nothing but personal and household 
goods. Upon arrival at Richford she 
again presented the consular certificate, 
but nevertheless the officers proceeded 
with closo examination of her baggage, 
and found nearly ail her boxes and 
trunks to contain rolls of silk-volvet 
and laces; cases of champagne, and a 
quantity of silver-ware. The officials 
thcreforo detained all the luggage, but 
the lady was allowed to continue on 
her journey, a sad, but it is to be hop- 
ed a wiser woman. All her personal 
household and other oflects, valued at 
between §6,000 and §10,000 will 
doubtless be confiscated. Mrs. H. iB 
well known in the first society of Mon- 
treal, and has been noted for her . fre- 
quent visits to tho fashionable sum- 
mer resorts in the United States. 

Montreal, Sept. 1. — The adjourned 
Consolidated Bank meeting was in pro- 
gress this afternoon.

Some volunteers of one 
company of the 44th Battalliou were 
dissatisfied with their pay and raised 
trouble, which was no(r finally quelled 
until another company was called out. 
Tho ringleaders were arrested. 

Hon. Mr. Letellior is dying at Ri- 
viere Ouelie. His confessor, tho Rev. 
E. Dion, was telegraphod to in Quebec, 
and left Friday morning by the Inter- 
colonial. 

Reports of the Hon. Jaiucs Cock- 
burn's condition aro not encouraging, 
and fears are entertained that he may 
not recover. This news has oust a 
gloom over a largo circle of the honor- 
able gentleman's friends in this city. 

Ottawa, Aug. 1. — In tho blackmail 
case tried yesterday, Mr. Rochester 
stated that Soare has for years past 
been attempting to levy blackmail from 
him. The statement of Soaro is to 
effect that after the election of 1S74 n 
report of Mr. Rochester's Torbolton 
committee, containing a bill of expen- 
ses, was found by a farmer, and that 
he (Soare) bought it from thojman and 
gave it to Mr. Rochester, who never re- 
couped him for tho money ho was out. 
Ho claims that the bill contained evi- 
dence that would have unseated Mr. 
Rochester, who inoourtyosterdaydenied 
that he ever received any paper from 
Soare, and tlmt if such a thing oxisted 
it was forged by Soare for purposes of 
blackmail. Tho affair is quito interest- 
ing. Soare was fined §5 for the assault. 
Ho 1ms laid information against Mr. 
Rochester for abusive and slanderous 
language used in court, Mr. Roches- 
ter stated that Soare lived by robbery, 
cheating and lying. 

A St. John, N. B. , paper says thore

Australia and New Zoaland. 

Mi', fiiginbotham, an eminent poli- 
tician and lawyer, has accepted a Su- 
preme Court judgeship in Melbourne. 

There has been communication re- 
cently between Now South Wales and 
Victoria on the subject of preventive 
measures against the immigration of 
Chinese. 

A telegram from Trieste advises of 
tho departure of the Austrian steamer 
Politico, -with 200 tons of exhibition 
Loods for Melbourne. It is stated that 
a splendid Austrian military band will 
attend the Melbourne Exhibition. 

At a recent sale of sheep in Mel- 
bourne Mr. Gardiner, of New Zealand, 
paid from $G00 to §920 each for pure 
rams. 

Deaths by starvation are reported 
among the New Zealand natives. 

Sir Hercules Robinson, Governor of 
New Zealand, has been transferred to 
t he Capo of Good Hope, vice SirBarllo 
Frere, recalled. Sir A. Gordon, Gov- 
ernor of Fiji and High Commissioner 
of the South Pacific, is promoted to the 
New Zealand government. 

It is expected that 200 miles of new 
railway will lie opened in New South 
Wales this year, leaving only a short 
gap between Brisbane and Melbourne, 
via Sydney. 

Tho government resident iu tho 
Northern Territory reports 1,000 
Chinese and 20 Europeans on the 
Margaret rush. The Chineso are 
getting largo quantities of gold, though 
water is scarce. Thore is a great area 
of auriferous ground. A further large 
influx of Chinese is expected. 

There is great complaint in New 
Zealand among the unemployed. The 
government is providing for them at 
reproductive works. 

A shipment of Almeira grapes from 
Adelaide to England was a complete 
failure. They only realized 25 cents a 
barrel. 

The New Zealand government has 
issued a circular reducing the pay of 
all otlicers in the service of the govern- 
ment and all pensions, whether in- 
special or general act, ten per cent. 

It is stated at Auckland that the 
officers of the French war ship Guroch- 
er report the French naval division in 
tho Pacific, comprising tho ironclads La 
Victorieusf;, Aniso and Lo ChaBseur, 
made an expedition against the Kana- 
kas of La Dominique, who had killed 
and eaten some white men. About 
200 troops, with two mounted gunB, 
were landed.

Tl kkuav, .Sept. 14. 
E. II. Marvin vsi J. P. Hittchinnon — The 
plaintiff claimed $22 50 duo upon a bill 
of exchango drawn in his favor upon the 
defendant by Elliott and Chestnut. Mr. 
Hett appeared for the plaintiff and Mr. 
Theo. Davie for the defendant. Judgment 
reserved. 

M. F. Bailey C. Hay ward — An ac- 
tion brought by plaintiff to recover $45.75 
for work done on a house. The defend- 
ant put ill a set-off of $88 which, after a 
careful hearing, his Honor allowed. Mr. 
Eherts for plaintiff and .Mr. Theo. Davie 
for defendant. Each patty to pay their 
own costs. 

In the matter of Stcitz Bros, and others 
w. J. Drout— In this ease Mr. Theo. Da- 
vie applied for a return of certain goods 
and chattels soized under execution 
against the defendant. The application 
was opposed by counsel for plaintiffs on 
the ground that Drout had absconded 
from the Province on tho 21st June last 
in order to defraud his creditors. Upon 
reading tho affidavits of the plaint ids and 
other creditors his Honor came to the 
conclusion that tho allegation was well 
founded. Ho pointed out that home- 
stead exemption is peculiarly an Ameri- 
can institution, its object being not only to 
protect citizens and their families from 
the miseries and dangers of destitution, 
but also to cherish and support in tho 
boaoni of individuals those feelings of in- 
dependence which are essential to the 
maintenance of free institutions. If, 
hawever, a debtor hud absconded and 
left the State with intent to defraud his 
creditors and was not, at the time of a 
levy upon chattels which he had left be- 
hind him, a resident of the State, his right 
to an exemption ceased. (Thompson on 
Homestead and Exemptions). Such, his 
Honor stated, was the law to-day in 
America and audi construction ho felt 
convinced must have been contemplated 
by tho legislators here when they framed 
our homestead laws which gave tho debtor 
an option as to goods exempted from 
forced seizure. On these grounds, there- 
fore, the application of defendant's conn- 
sol would be refused.

A Joalotia Husband Shoots his "Wife 
and his Hival and Commits 
Suicide. 

A terrible event occurred in the dress 
circle at the Opera house, Melbourne 
on the night of Saturday, the -24th tilt, 
during tho performance of "The Hu- 
guenots." While the curtain was down 
between tho fourth and fifth acts, Mr. 
J. J. MacGregor Greer, a young gen- 
tleman who had only landed in the 
colony a few days previously, shot his 
wifo and M. A. L. Soudry, one of tho 
commissioners appointed by the French 
Government in connection with the 
MelbournoEihibition; fired at but miss- 
ed another gontleman, M. Burk, a 
friend of M. Soudry's; and then fired a 
fourth shot into his own head which 
brought him to tho ground and some 
days afterwards proved fatal. A panic 
took place in the crowded dress circle, 
and men and women tied from the 
house in a state of mad excitement. At 
first it was supposed that a maniac 
was tiring recklessly at tho people, 
but it was soon ascertained that that 
supposition was erroneous, and that the 
chief acter in tho tragedy was an out- 
rage husband.

THE J ALTAIC A HURRICANE. 

Fearful Devastation on tho Island 
and Amongst the Shipping. 



Mr. and Mrs, Greer, M. Soudry and M. 
Burk were all passengers by the steam- 
er Garonne, which left Plymouth on the 
29th of May and arrived here on tho 
I 18th tilt. Mr. and Mrs. Greer, who 
I had been married about years had 
| ono child, a boy of IS months old. The 
[ husband was a fine handsome young 
| man of 2o years of ago and of gentle- 
manly appearance. He had at homo 
been employed in a bank and eame to 
Melbournewilh good recommendations. 
1 Co w.i.s born at Springfield, near Col- 
eraine, county of Perry, was the son 
of the Rov. A. Greer, of the Presbyter- 
ian Church, and nephew of Mr. S. 
M'Curdy Greer, recorder of the city of 
Deny. He has uncles here of whom 
one is the Hon. R. S. Anderson, a 
highly respected old colonist, who has 
been long in Parliament , and has also 
been n cabinet minister. Another undo 
is one of our sheriffs and a brother is in 
a bank at Portland in this colony. Mrs. 
Greer is 20 years of age, 5 ft. 21 in. 
height, medium build, full figure with 
black hair, brunette eyes, heavy eye- 
brows and low forehead, but ladylikoin 
her manner. She is said to be of 
French extraction but her parents re- 
side in Bristol. 

The Grecrs were" second class pas- 
sengers but M. Soudry and M. Burk 
were in tho saloon. During the voyage 
Mrs. Greer formed a strong attachment 
for M. Soudiy and an improper inti- 
macy between them began and was 
continued after arrival here. This led 
to the committal of the crime in tho 
Opera house. M. Soudiy, who is 32 years 
of ago, hold an important position un- 
der tho Fine Artsdepartment of France. 
He attended both the Philadelphia 
and Sydney Exhibitions in a semi- 
oflicially capacity and was sent out to 
Melbourne to Rrrango the French court 
at the approaching Exhibition and gen 
orally to act as assistant commissioner. 
He is unmarried, but is said 
be engaged. He, liko Mr. Geer, is 
above the average hoight, anil of strong 
build. Ho wears a Napoleon beard and 
moustache, and lias dark brown hair 
and bright eyes. 

As to what took place at the Opera- 
house, it seems that the Grecrs went 
there together, and that neither of 
thorn paid much attention to tho per- 
formance. They kept looking round 
to where M. Burk, M. Soudry's friend, 
was sitting in the dress-circle, not far 
from themselves. Both evidently ex- 
pected that as M. Burk was there, M. 
Soudry would soon join him. It may 
hero bo mentioned that there was 
some ill-feeling between Mi". Greer and 
M. Burk, and that Mrs. Greer had been 
photographed in Mclbourno under the 
name of Mrs. Burk - . M. Soudiy did 
join M. Burk at about half-past ten 
o'clock, and very shortly afterwards, 
when the curtain foil on tho fourth act 
of the opera, went up as if to speak 
with Mrs. Greer. Thereupon Mr. 
Greer pulled a small revolver from his 
breast-pocket and fired, as has been 
said, first at M. Soudry and next at 
his wife. The bullet in Soudry's case 
entered in the centre of his left cheek, 
passed through the fleshy part of his 
head and came out below the right ear. 
The shot must have been discharged 
very near him, for there were powder 
marks on his face. He states himself 
that when shot he was only four foot 
from Greer. The second bullet enter- 
ed on the right side of Mrs. Greer's 
head, behind the ear. It passed right 
through into her mouth, struck on the 
upper part of her jaw and when it fell 
on her tongue she spat it out. A third 
shot was fired, apparently at M. Burk, 
but it hit no one, and lodged in tho 
frame of a mirror. The fourth shot 
was fired by the unhappy man at his 
own head, and is the only one that has 
proved fatal. The three wounded per- 
sons were at once removed to the Mel- 
bourne hospital. 

While little elso but pity has occu- 
pied tho public mind as regards the de- 
ceased, the conduct of his wifo has 
aroused general indignation ond abhor- 
rence. With reference to tho wound 
she received, it has already been stat- 
ed that she spat the bullet out. Her 
injuries wero not of n dangerous char- 
actor, and she continued to progress 
favorably towards recovery. But it is 
her demeanour since sho has been in 
the hospital that has outraged hu- 
manity. While utterly callous as to 
her husband and child, she has betray- 
ed the most ardent interest in M. 
Soudry's condition. When sho heard 
of her husband's death, she did not ap- 
pear to be in the least affected, and 
smilingly remarked that she supposed 
sho would havo to wear "widow's 
weeds." When she was asked whether 
she would like to see her husband's re- 
mains bofpre they were interred, slie 
contemptuously declined. She has,

But the force of the wind gradually in- 
creased to a hurricane, and from ten 
o'clock that night until two o'clock the 
next morning it blow with a powor 
that swept everything before it. The 
harbor of Port Antonia is the Seat 
harbor in tho West Indies. We wero 
completely hemmed in by mountains, 
so that tho wind could not hurt us 
much, but the destruction on shore and 
among the small coasting vcssols en- 
gaged in bringing fruit to Port Anton- 
ia was simply incalculable. Drogers — 
small schooners of from twelve to fif- 
teen tons burden — were driven high 
and dry upon the beach and stove to 
atoms. Indeed, lliero was scarcely a 
droger on the coast that was not stove 
or sunk. In the little village of Port 
Antonia eleven houses were completely 
demolished. At Spring Grove, out of 
the thirty-seven houses only eleven 
are loft standing. At Nauchioleal 
there is not a hoube left whole. It is 
impossible to estimate the loss from 
the 

DESTi: LOTION OF FRUIT. 
The banana plantations were totally 
destroyed ami the cocoa nut iree!< were 
twisted oft] and the growing fruit utter- 
ly ruined. Men ivho had hundreds of 
acres of bananas ready for market have 
not a bunch left. People who had 
small patches that would yield them 
S-100 or S500 in money will not lvalue 
a cent. Wo left there on Saturday, 
the 21st, and then people who were 
well ofl'thrce days before woro cutting 
up the bread fruit and drying it to 
konp them from starvation. All tele- 
to I S^p' 1 lines were down and all tho 
; K | roads were blockaded with fallen trees, 
so that it was difficult to get news 
from other parts of the island, but at 
every point that we did hear from the 
news was the same — total destruction 
to fruit crops and great damage to 
buildings and other property. I have 
no doubt that the hurricane swept the 
entire island. 

AT KINGSTON, 

The capital and principal seaport, from 
which we heard beforo we left, the de- 
struction of property was very great. 
Only one wharf is left, and nearly all 
the small shipping in the harbor was 
destroyed. Every droger was wrecked. 
Many of them lay high and dry on the 
shore. The wharf of tho Royal Mail 
Company, a solid and substantial struc- 
ture, was totally destroyed. The steam- 
ship American, lying at the wharf of 
McDowell, Hankey & Co,, was driven 
ashore, broadsido on, crushing in the 
piles and heavy timbers like, card- 
board. Tho bark Akbar, lying near 
by, was driven ashore and badly dam- 
aged. Tho schooner Douglas and an- 
other large vessel whose name I did 
not learn were sunk in " the harbor. 
Every street running north from the 
sea was filled with wreckage, mingled 
with fallen walls and roofs. The cus 
tomhousc suffered severely and the 
slaughter-house was completely wreck 
ed. Although the greatest damage 
was done along the harbor front,' tho 
upper part of the town suffered very 
much. Among the wrecked buildings 
were the Ebenezer school house and the 
Roman Catholic school in Sutton strooti 
Great damage was done to the parade 
gardens. The iron railways, the orna 
mental arbors, and many rare and val- 



uable trees in the gardens were torn 
up. Almost all the sign-boards in the 
city were torn off, and in some cases 
carried long distances. In the poorer 
parts of the town many dwelling houses 
wore destroyed.

A BYLAW 

FOR RAIESSQ A MUNICIPAL REVENUE ON REAL 
AND PERSONAL PROPERTY IN THE YEAR 
1880. 

1. Bo it enacted by tho Mayor and 
Council of the Corporation of tlie City of 
Victoria as folio W3: — 

2. There shall bo raised, levied and col- 
lected in the year 18S0 Upbu all real and 
personal property mentioned in the as- 
sessment roll in force in tho City an equal 
rate of eight-tontlis of one per cent, on 
tho assessed value thereof an appears by 
tho said roll. 

3. Tho aforesaid taxoj shall be due and 
payable by tho person or persons liuble 
for tho saruo to tho Collector for the Mu- 
nicipal Council at hi3 oflico in tho City 
Council Chambers, Victoria, on tho fif- 
teenth day of July, in the year 1880. 

4. Tho Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 1870, 
so fai" as tho saino relates to the imposi- 
tion of a tax or rate of eight-tonths of one 
pen cent, in the year 1880 upon tho as- 
sessed value of tiie real and personal pro- 
perty mentioned in the assessment roll 
for the timo being in force is hereby re- 
pealed providing always that all payments 
of the said rate for the yoar 1880 already 
made by any person or persons shall be 
dealt with in tho same maimer and be as 
valid in all respects as if tho same had 
been made after the passing ol this By- 
law and undor the provisions thereof. 

5. The special rate imposed by tho 
Water Works Debenture and Revenue 
Bylaw, 1877, and by the Bylaw to author- 
ize tho raising of twenty thousand dol- 
lars, 1878, .shall continue to be raised, 
levied and collected in addition to all 
rates and taxes imposed under this Bylaw 
and shall bo applied to the purposes speci- 
fied in tho said Bylaws respectively. 

6. Tho annual tax authorized to bo as- 
sessed, levied and collected by thoVictoria 
Road Tax Bylaw, 1877, as amended by 
the Victoria Road Tax Amendment By- 
law, 1877, shall continuo to be assessed, 
levied and collected in addition to tho 
rates, and taxes imposed by this Bylaw 
and shall form part of tho general Muni- 
cipal Revenue.

the words "and for the minor exhibitions 
for single entertainments 30 " tho fol- 
lowing words "and for a week S7 00. " 
And by striking out tho figures §10 after 
the words " every commercial traveller " 
and inserting in lieu thereof the figures 
?20.
